one poor gift or elioiee left as to what ! would save 
from the wreek, I should ehoosc that speeeh and leavi* 
it to the world nneriiseil,” 

It seems lo ns as we pointer the words uttered a 
eentury ago by u very wise, very iins<dlish and far- 
thinkitig man, that a lesson could w'ell be learned 
from them ami aftplied to mir world, \o our nation, to 
onr unioiK 

If WT of the free world eon Id get togetfier, stop 
jockeying for pinver, and decide on a jihin that wmihl 
best rid the world of war, and work wdth all tmr 
strength towartl making that [dan succeed, we might 
at last aetneve a pt^aeefnl eartli. But no, it siHUiis only 
when embroiled in war, ean natioiis on the same side, 
forget their own particular axes lo be grouiul, and 
fight I he gooil 6ghl to bring vietory Uit alL 

In our rial kin, if alt of ns, I>emt>crnls and Iteptil>- 
Hcatis^ managemeiU and hilmr, pei-sons of all eoloi's 
and cnvils, eould sitbjngate our individual ambit ions, 
unil*‘ onr lionsi* and eoumitrate our efforts, alt*e 
get her, on a plan to help all, we eoiihl have no fear 
of rece.ssiotn We can iiuain siieli spirit, such coo]Hwa- 
tion in time of war, why ts it so far away in time 
of peace/ 

Keferriiig next lo the lalHir movement — the whole 
movement, our own orgaiii/.alion ami our individual 
local unions — in each (*tm* if we could lose pei^onnl 
ambitions, forget subjective abuses, both imaginrjry 


and 1’4'al, arnl unite our lumse iit a real spirit of co^ 
ofieration and lirut herlmod, there is no limit to the 
heights of seciinty and good living we might seale— 
all I he millions of us. 

There is a IreimUMloiis ‘^if*' in all these eases, ami 
it mighi be said, only in I he miinU nf the imprac- 
tical ii tea lists of the work! could hope for such ‘‘ifs” 
come to pass. Well perhaps live world wouhl be IxUter 
off if we had a few more idealists. 

.\nd so we say let ns think on it, and strive toward 
if, this ideal of unity and cooperation, for any effort 
no mailer Imw feeble, is a step in the right direetion, 
ami as the old f’hinese philosoiiliei’s phrascil it, “the 
longest joiiniey begins with a single step.'' 

hineoln left ns aildit tonal thought -provoking >vords 
in his “House Hiviiled” s|ieech : 

“Hnr cause, liven, must lie i*ntriisie<l to auil etm- 
ducted by its own umlouhp'd friimds— those whose 
hearts are in file work^ why ilo care for the result , . . 
The result is not chiuhtfuL We shall not fail— if m* 
stand linn, we shall not fall. Wise emiiisels may ac* 
eelrrale or mistakes delay it, hut samer or later, the 
vieinry is sure to eoiue, ” 

I'hu'oti raging words Ihvit we may take to heart! Let 
us then, rsiefi of us, forgidting self, stand firm in our 
<'lTorts to unite ami pool our eollective strength for 
the good of all, t>u every level. For today, divided, 
the fall of mir labor liou.se could mean regres-sioiu 
liack to the days of swealshiu^s, (\>llapse of our na- 
tional honst% eould meati eeononne panie and loss of 
world h-adership. And lastly^ fall of our world houst?, 
as typifirsl in l!u' rniler] Nations, (»ould mean destruc- 
tion of tfmt world.

She acknowl- 
edges this in her speech and in her 
actions. “In every ge.sture dignity," 
precludes a gracious woman creating 
u scene, quarreling, giving In to riot- 
ous behavior, or making a fool of her- 
self by showing off.

However, It is in the hist word of 
Milton's comment that we find the 


real crux <if graciousness. The woman 
who lets love show in evei-ything she 
does, is truly a gracious woman. 

The woman who keeps love in her 
heart will never be bai-sh or cruel in 
dealing with her children. 

The woman who tnily loves her 
husband, will not nag him or destroy 
his confidence in himself. 

The woman who loves her neighbor 
will not be rude to salespeople, or 
discourteous to any who serve her. 
In her graciousnoss, she puts the rule 
of love into effect — the Golden Rule— 
“Do unto others as you would have 
others do unto you.” 

So much for the expression of those 
we have called experts, for they have 
been dead and buried these many 
years. 

Let's get some expressions from 
fiesh and blood men and women of 
today. 

1 askeil one of the men in our oflfice 
how he would describe “a gracious 
woman.”

With people they wish 
to impress, they are the soul of cour- 
tesy. With others* perhaps members 



of their own family, servants, or 
those in so-called menial positions, 
they can't be bothered to e^"en observe 
the common rules of pcditeiiess* The 
true mark of real graciousness is that 
it is applied to everybody* It knows 
no limits, it is universal* 

There, friend readers, you have the 
individual defmitions, Ycm put them 
all together and the composite is the 
gracious woman “the one who wall 
always find her glory. 

Becoming a truly gracious woman 
is not easy. Neither does it descend 
on a woman f|uickiy, even after she 
eurnestty desires it and tries to ac- 
quire graciousness.

Chicken Rice Dinner 

I cup uncooked rice % teaspinju white peppei' 

1 5-poimd chicken 1 teaspnoji salt 

2 carrots or 1 can mushrooms t onion, chopped 

2 cups stock or temtatoes fat for hrowinng 

Cut Lip chicken in pieces suitable for serving. Brown in a small amount 
of fat. .Add boiling water to partially cover. Add uncooked nee, salt, 
jjcpper* chopped carrots or mushrooms and stock or tonmtocs. Simmer 
on top of the sitwe or in a sbiw oven (350 C*) until the chicken is tender.

Instead of berating the girl, 
this second woman spoke kindly to 
her, in a low voice, told the waitress 
that she knew it was an accident. 
When the w^aitress called the man- 
ager, the lady asked him not to repri- 
mand the waitress, saying that such 
accidents could happen to anyone. She 
was even kind enough to put the man- 
ager at ease by saying that the dress 
was an old one that had been cleaned 
many times and she was sure clean- 
ing would remove all unsightly stains. 

That was graciousness in action, 
gradousness of herok caliber. 

And graciousness, as the Bible says, 
will find its glor-^n It %vill find glory 
in the appreciation, the respect, the 
admiration and the love of others, and 
in tbe satisfaction and peace of mind 
that comes from within when one has 
done the right thing, has done it well.

It's Time for a Safety Program Check-up 


E VEKV 1(1 Hfconds around the 
dock an American worker is 
injured cm the joh. Every* 4 minuteff 
a worker is kit led or maimed , That 
iidfts u]j to a lot of deaths and in* 
juries— mmv than two million last 
year* And the National Safety t'oun- 
dl predicts the figure will he about 
the same this year, 

I'cs:iple have a teiulency to shrug 
oir statements like this, grim as they 
may lie* Statistics often can W bor- 
ing, Rut in this case the story they 
tell deni a mis attention and action. The 
accident tigui*es imint up very dearly 
the fact that we have a long way to 
go in the held of Job safety. 

Briefly, heri*'if the picture as re- 
vi^iiled by figuiTS and estimates of the 
Department of l^bor and the National 
Safety roundl; 

— There will b* more than t4,0(Kl 
work deaths and almut 2^^)0,0111 k 
injuries in IStriS, 

— ‘Time lost this year from 1958 
work aedderils will total about 
240,000,110(1 man flays. 

— ^Work nc’cidrnts may well cos I 
$4, 250,000, ()00 this yeui% 

What abcsut the electrical industry? 
In 1 950, the lust year for w*hidi final 
figures are aviiMahle, disabling work 
injuries in rlectrical manufacturing 
averaged alsait five j»er 500 workers. 
The average number of work days lost 
per disability was 55. The injury 
frt>f|uency late in Utilities was just 
sllghUy higher, but the iiumlM*r of 
w*orkdays lost per disability was 1(15 
— three tinies as high as in eh^tricaf 
nianufacHiring, Utilities w*ere among 
the highest industries in the percent- 
age^ of injurie,s jesulting in deaths. 
There were 07 deaths among em^ 
ployes of electric light and jiower 
companies In 1 950 and lids was the 
first time since HM4 the n uni her had 
gone under 100, A survey by the 
Edison Electric Institute shows that 
over the last Ni years hand cmi tacts 
accountwl for the largest numher of 
deaths in the light and fmwer indus- 
try. This fact, plus the high numla^r 
of arm, ahoutder, and body contacts, 
seems to indicate that |n^declivi» 
frejuipment is not Iwdng used protierly 
liy all our linemen. 

The survey also shows that June, 


July and August— the period we're 
now tn — are the months with the 
highest death totals. 

What all these figures show* is that 
our safety progi^ams arc not adequate. 
Safety is something everyone needs 
and something everyone cun afford. 
Rut we m‘cd couf^tant reminders fif 
this. We need to emphasize safe 
working ]»rinci|des day in ami ilay 
out. Our local unions shmild take 
regular stock of their safely pro- 
grams ht\fitrr serious accidents ]u*wl 
them into action. Too often, safety 
pitigrams fall into a routine which is 
not very effectiv^e in guarding aguinst 
day-to-f!ay liazards. Each IJI.EAV. 


local could benefit by taking a fresh 
Uti*k at its safety activities and mak- 
ing plans to strengthen them, ft might 
save one of you fr<mi the difficult joli 
of having to tell a family its husband 
and father had lH*en killed or seriously 
injured on the jtjb. 

The need for a fresh look at safety 
programs is emphaaized by the rafe 
iflly changing paltei‘n*s in lndu9ti*y. 
New hazards ari.ae as a result of 
chang(\^ in work firocedures, new ma- 
teria la, and new kinds of equipmenL 
Automation cieates new types of 
safety problems, as di>es the increas- 
ing use of atomic energy*. This is of 
ff 'ontijufrd pof/e I0o>

Build Higher Tower 
For St. Louis Station 

L. U. 1, .ST. I.OTIS. Television 

Stution K.SD-T\\ the first tukvision 
stiition in the St, Louis area has 
bmadfasting from a. 544-foot lower 
1 orated on the roof of the Ihrce-story 
mechnnical buildmfj of the Sl» Loiiih 
newspaimr which owms 
and operates Station KSl) radici imd 
television stations^ and has since the 
slat tons were built. 

Since the entry into the brondcastiiifi’ 
picture of several other piiwerful 
broadcast i UK stations, KSD-TV was 
compelled to tent^then the nmice of its 
signals in order to reach a broader 
rnnjre of viewers and Usteiiers. The 
solution to this problem was to build 
a new and hip?: her tower with new 
tr ansm i tt i ng ffqui pm ent . 

In October 1957, RTound was broken 
for a new transmission station and u 
new lower. Local Ko, l furnisheil the 
Electricians to do the electrical work 
required on the building housing the 
transmitting equipment, with UkuI 
Radio Technicians insuilling the broad- 
casting and transmitting equipment 

This unique steel tower is the first 
of ita kind in the industry with its 
new tall anlenmi design ami its new 
transmitim'. 

The tower is the tallest inan-niade 
sti*ucture in MiasourL It Is triangular 
and rises straight up, having the 
same dimeusions at top us it 1ms at 
the bottom. It is held by 15 bridge 
cables guyed 3 ways. 

The structure is 1152 feel high and 
1650 feet above sea level. Its effec- 
ti%'e range is about 80 miles in all 
directions from the station, using the 
station's HItJ KW power, it is expecti*<l 
to have no blind spots. 

The building housing the broadcast- 


ing equipment and the lower are lo- 
cated akiut eight miles smith and 
tvesi of St. Louis proper and well off 
the path of regular airplane travel. 

The building is completely air con- 
ditioned and has special fi I lei's to 
eiimiimte all dust particles that may 
cause damage to the deiicatt^ broad- 
casting equipment. 

There is plenty of outside power 
available but the statimi is also 
iHfUippf^d with a stand-by diesel- 
driven generator set which goes on 
iiutoniaticully in a power failure. 

Tht» unLeiina is a six hay bat wing 
type 80 feel long with a dual fiash- 
ing beacon on the top and at scweral 
levels on the way up with mdicator 
pilot lights loniled In the station, all 
CA>nti'(iUed by an electric eye. 

The antemia In tqnipiJed with elee- 
tiic heater de-icers thermostatically 
controlled. The two co-iix cables five 
inches in diameter weighing five 
pounds per foot are supjported by 
spiH'ially made Ki'llums baskets to 
hold on to the aluminum outer casing. 
The towvr with all eijuijunent has a 
downward thrust weight of !» 15,000 
pounds and sits on solid bed rock and 
will withstand a 120 M.IML gale. It 
was furnished by RCA (*ompany and 
installed by Beasley Corporation of 
M u fi k o g<?e , 0 k la h f I m a. 


One of the unique features of this 
to veer is that the Electricians servic- 
ing the i^quipmenl on the way up can 
ride to within fiO feet of the top on a 
two-man elevator. ITiis Uttle triangle 
cage runs from bottom to top in 15 
minutes, nml is rontmlled from the 
cal)— much better than climbingl 

We of greater St. Louis who are 
members of Local No, 1 appreciate 
this new hroudeasting scr%*ice fur 
nish(?d by KSD-TV but here is the 
laib, all other antennas within our 
juiTsdiction have been erected by 
members of Local No, 1 with a fliffer- 
ent contractor and crew on each job 
showing that we have plenty of ex- 
perienccti men to do this type of 
work. 

.MembcJ's of Local No. 1 have 
eiHrcted towers fi'om the ground 

up, hut oil the erection of this tower 
till? Elect rida MS were not permitteil to 
set this antenna, higher- up agree- 
ments ruled against us. 

The old jurisfiicUon disputes on the 
firnaller Jobs still plague us but the 
business manager and his assistants 
are constantly on the alert and are 
checking every job to see that uui 
jurisdiction is pmtected. 

On residential jobs, many small 
items belonging to the Electncian, 
arc being brought to the attentioii of

Journol (or May-June. 1958 
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bottoms have become increasingly im- 
portant to the economic future of the 
greater St. Louis area. During his 
talk Kaufmann cited many of the ad- 
vantages labor would gain through 
the de%’eIopment of this property. 

When developed into a great indus- 
trial park, it will develop over 90,000 
new jobs, 205,000 more people, 100,000 
more households, 40,000 more school 
children, 531 million more personal 
incomes, 90,000 more automobiles. 

We sincerely hope Mr. Kaufmann's 
statistician's slide nile has not missed 
a few notches and given us too much 
false hope. 

Aloys P, Kaufmann has always 
been one of labor's very best friends 
in the political held and has carried 
the full respect of labor to his job as 
president of the Greater St. Louis 
Chamber of Commerce.

Steadfast Approach 
Wins New York Contract 

I.. U. 3, NEW YORK, N. Y,— On 

March 1, 1958, the construction Elec- 
tricians of Local 3 started working 
under the terms of a new two-year 
agreement, which reestablished tl^e 
six-hour day in our city. 

Negotiations started in Juno 1957, 
at which time the union committee 
made it quite clear that the 40-hour 
week must go, and that the clause in 
the agi'eement allowing the extra 
hours ( in the event of a serious 
shortage of men) must be deleted. 
For 17 meetings the negotiators 
verestled with the problem of how to 
meet the demand for the same pay 
for a seven-hour day as we were re- 
ceiving for r,n eight-hour day. 

Through their steadfast willingness 


to study and negotiate the problem, 
the committees reached this solution 
which was unanimously accepted by 
the members on December 12, 1957. .A 
regular work day consists of six 
hours at ^3,90 and one hour at time 
and one half, equal to the old rate of 
eight hours at $3.fi5. 

To ease this sizable adjustment, the 
starting date was postponed from 
Januaiy 1st to March 1st, and it was 
agreed that the 4 % payments into the 
Vacation Fund would be waix^ed dur- 
ing 1958, but continued in 1959. This 
has no effect on the two week Vaca- 
tion Expense Benefit for 1958 which 
will be $300,00. 

The Hospitalization Benefit for the 
Electrician has been incj-eased to 
$18.00 per day for the first 30 days, 
and $12.00 per day for the remainder 
of the time in the hospital up to 15 
weeks. The piiymont for ’wife and 
children was increased to .$10,00 per 
day for 15 weeks. Increases in the 


surgical benefits will be agreed on as 
the Blue Cross Plan revises its 
surgical benefits. 

Continuing terms of the agreement 
include six paid holidays, payment of 
employes' half of the Social Security 
payment by the employer, and a Dis- 
ability Benefit of $40.00 per week for 
26 weeks. 

The $4.00 per day Annuity Plan 
employer payments into each man's 
individual account will continue. This 
plan provide.^ an additional 82,000 
death benefit to be paid to the bene- 
ficiary, along with the balance of 
money in the account of the tleceased. 
It provides that a participant shall re- 
ceive $25.00 for each full week that 
he receives a payment under the New 
York State Disability Law or under 
the New York State Compensation 
Law, ami that he shall receive $40.00 
for each week that he is available, 
while qualifying for New York State 
Unemployment Insurance benefits. It

of Study for Electrical Apprentices,” A lengthy discus.sion was held on the 
possihitity of developing a uniform training program for the San Francisco

dues which pays for his $1,000. 0t» 
death benefit with the Electrical 
Workers Benefit Association in Wash- 
ington, D. C., and the part of his dues 
which pays for his LB.E.W. Pension. 

DD The Scholarship Benefit — soils 
and daughters of participants with 10 
yea IS standing — The Pension Fund 
spfuisors the W'iUiam A. Hogan and 
the A. Lincoln Bush Scholarships, and 


any electrical contractor performing 
a volume of business of $1*000,000.00 
in a year shall sponsor a scholarship. 
Each scholarship is worth $5,2^0.00 
and the winners are selected by a 
committee of representatives of the 
participating institution.^. 

(7) The Dental Department Benefit 
provides that free dental care shall 
include X-ray, cleaning, extractions, 
and fillings for participants with six 
months standing. Dentures, bridges, 
and crowns are provided at the actual 
cost of the material. 

(81 The Medical Departineut Bene- 
fit provides an annual physiciil exam- 
ination, preA^entive medicine, diag- 
nosis, X-ray, fluoroscope, cardiograph, 
etc, for participants with six months 
standing, 

DD The Loan Fund Benefit pro- 
vides interest-free loans; up to 
$l,000,0n for the purchase of an auto- 
mobile, up Uy the full iUiAvn payment 
on a coo pe rati A’c apartment, and up 
to $5,00fl.00 to redeem an existing 
home mortgage.

(2) Increase un- 
employment benefits, as per Kennedy- 
McCaithy Bill, to 65% percent of 
average weekly wage for 89 weeks. 
Establish this as a minimum Federal 
standard, and urge the Federal Gov- 
ernment to provide an extra 89 weeks

Officers Given Praise 
For Credit Union Success 

L. V. 16. .SKAITI.K WASH.— Your 

scribe has been intending to give you 
a report on our Ci-«*dit Union for 
,'fome Lime now, but has been holding 
iitf until the operation ideally went 
into orbit. Believe me, after a short 
six months, it has become a going 
concern. Its success is not due to the 
businass slump we art* experiencing, 
but to the donated time and earnest 
efforts of the tifflcers of the organiza- 
tion. 

While a Credit Union is new to 
most of us, the idea is not new and 
there are over '-itbOIKi of them in the 
WcNSteni Hemisphere, Their opera- 
lions have been pretty well standard- 
ized due to the efforts of the Credit 
Union National Association of Madi- 
son, Wisconsin. 

Any of you fellows in other hjcals 
who are aware of the pitfalls of in- 
atallment buying or feel that our 


hfinks are too fat now, couUi prob- 
ably do yourself and your fiiends n 
favor by setting up a Credit Union In 
your local. It takes surprisingly lilUe 
capital to sUu’t; it is run by men you 
know and is only for the benefit of 
its members. No profits are Involved, 
and the proC(?dui‘<iH are regulated by 
state laws governing all types of in- 
sutance cuiiipunies. A Credit Union 
not only provides cash loans in a 
pc^riod of emergency, but the opei-at- 
ing capital of the Union enmes from 
the members themselves who invest 
their savings anti receive interest on 
their money just as they wtiuld at any 
bank. 

The memberBhlp is open to anyone 
in the group; they elect their own 
officers anti take care of their own 
business details. 

Since the Credit Union is run like 
a club — -with moat of the members 
being acquainted with each other, 
officers serving for the most part 
without pay and the expenses of do- 
ing business quite low — a Credit 
Union is an economical source of 
credit Interest rates are never higher 
than one percent per month on the 
unpaid balance, while loan companies 
charge as high as percent per 

month. Thus a Credit Union loan of 
paid off in ten months would 
cost $5.50 In intei'cst, w'hile the same

coat as much as $19.25, 

Credit ITiinn earnings me used to 
def I ’ay experiHes, to set up a resetwe 
furul ugahiHt vmeollectihie loans and 
to pay lilvidi'iids on savings accounts, 
Losses in Creilit Unions, which me 
almost always covered by reserves, 
ha%v lH>en remarkably low, averaging 
about one-tenth of one percent, Thi> 
feeling of loyalty to the Credit Union, 
w^hich after all is just a group of 
friends and acquaintances, accounts 
for this. 

Loans may be used for any purpose 
which is lo the member’s benefit — 
any “provident or piT>tective" pur- 
pose, Among the many good reasons 


for borrowing money are these: To 
pay off old bills, to pay medical ex- 
pi-nsos, to pay for home repairs or 
to help tide over a period of unem- 
ployment. 

One unfortunate case brought our 
Credit Union into focus recently when 
one of our Wire men with a wife and 
tw'o kids was badly hurt in an auto 
accident. As w*e ail know* an in- 
surance adjustment can be a slow 
ai\<l complicated affair as this one 
tinned out to be. The sad pail of 
this story is that the iiiemhiT had 
(just a week or so before) turned 
down the offer to join our Credit 
Union.

Recession Calls for 
Contractors’ Know-How

“Sing a song of contracts 
Pockets full of dough 
How you goin* to make *em pay 
Don’t nobody know/* 

Siiig the contractors, as the pres- 
sure of the present “recession’’ 
squeezes them. The old, experienced 
conlrnctors are trying to hold their 
steady customers^ xvatching all of the 
“corners/* The new crop of adventur- 
ers, facing their fk^t real test of 
inanagemcmt, wonder what’s wrong 
with a business that looked like a 
fat plum, easily picked, without much 
mental bother. 

Big business, accustomed to Step- 
ping softly so as not to awaken the 
giant labor, now skimps around 
loudly thn>ugh labor’s “house” as 
they openly ^teaJ his “last shirt/’ 
while labor sleeps soundly on, dream* 
ing of the past. 

In our state, Senator Know land is 
slumping the state for Governor on 
a so-culled “Right-to-Work” plat* 
form. His radio programs shout 
loudly how noble it would be to cut 
your <iw’n throat, and change from 
collective to individual bargaining, 
which would put labor back 5t> veal's- 
Across the country we note a w’ell 
cofirdinated movement to discredit 


labor, as the big corpoi*ations struggle 
bitterly to get some return on the 
campaign money they gave to the 
present administration before it 
passes out in November. Vice Presi- 
dent Nixon came west, early in the 
campaign, to confer with Senator 
Knowland, to aid in hia campaign, Mr. 
Nixon, who openly says he is against 
what he calls the “labor bosses” was 
characterized in a recent Stifurda^f 
Evening Fmt article, by Mrs, Roose- 
velt* as “a very clever , and dangerous 
oppoiinnist/’ Along the same line we

The pioneers, Acho are shown In ac- 
companying photographs, v\-ere given 
pins according to the number of years 
in good standing for each* 

The response from the pioneers Avas 
made by Gus E. Brissnian who, Avhife 
the oldest in membership, is not the 
oldest in years* Gus Avas originally 
initiated into Local 23 on February 3, 
1908, He was put in arrears through 
no fault of his own, reinstated him- 
self on December 19, 1913 and since 
has had a continuous active member- 
ship of 44 years. 

Gus is the president of Local UO 
and has served the organizatoin in 
that capacity for the past 40 years. 
He has seiwed Avith distinction, as 
financial secretary of Local 23, trus- 
tee of Local 110, treasurer of l*ocal 
1 10 and as a delegate to our Building 
Trades Council, Trades and Labor 
.Assembly and the Tavih City Meta! 
Tj-ades Council. He Avas elected as a 
delegate to the LB*E*W. Comment ion 
in 1915 and he has attended eA'eiy 
Inteimational Convention since that 
time* Gus also served as a delegate 
to the A,F*L. conventions fmm 1923 
to 1945 and as president of our 
Trades and Labor Assembly, 

Gus reminiscerl a bit and gave the 
newer members an idea of the condi- 


tions that existed in the old days and 
the struggle the pioneers bad to keep 
the organization together* Then he 
pointed up the more recent innova- 
tions which the pioneers did not haA*e 
— ^sucH as our oAvn fine building, the 
apprenticeship program, the welfare 
progi'am, the death benefit fund, paid 
holidays and A-acations, the credit 
union, the annual picnic, classes for 
journeymen and the sports program* 

The A r ra n ge ni en ts Committee, 
w^hich consisted of Ray J* McMahon 
(chairman), Raymond J, Con rath, 
Olav Sorlie, William Pierson, Donald 
Barber, William Bchuna, Henry Mil- 
lette, Louis Kustrich, Louis Paul, 
Kenneth Grufman, James Curran, 
Harold Buck, Harriet Maahs, Mary 
Hasse and Hugo Paulson, did a great 
job and a good time was had by all. 

POSTSCRIPT, On March 8, 1958, 
Charles R. Brett who was honored as 
a pioneer with 28 years' service and 
Avho had been business manager and 
financial secretary for the past 15 
years, passed away after an illness 
of seA^cral months* 

Charlie Brett was recognized as a 
fair and progressi\*e leader by the 
trade union nio%*ement and the electri- 
cal industry in this area. His con- 
tributions toward the improvement 
of labor-management relations Aveie 
many. His work received both State 
and National recognition on many 
occasions* 

His efforts on behalf of his union 
made Local 110 the first in the build- 
ing trades group to negotiate a wel- 
fare plan, paid holidays and paid 
A^acations, The gains made in work- 
ing conditions and \A*ages under his 
leadership were greater than during 
any comparable period in the locaPs 
history. 

Charlie Brett was president of the 
LB.K.W* State Council AV"here he pio- 
neered the program of university 
scholarships sponsored by labor. He 
Avas a pioneer in the apprenticeship 
program and a member of the Na- 
tional Apprenticeship Committee* He 
was a regular delegate to the national 
conventions, Aice president of the St, 
Paul Building Trades Council and a 
delegate to the Trades and Labor As- 
scfinbly and the assembly's Legislative 
Committee, He also served as a mem- 
ber, or chairman of numerous com- 
mittees of the State Federation of 
Labor, groups within the electrical 
industry and in his OAvn union. 

His passing is felt as a great loss 
and he Avill be sadly missed by all.

One of the most disturbing prob- 
lems facing all unions today is the 
lack of interest shtEwn by members. 
The st(»ry is much the same in alt 
locals— a five percent at tendance, or 
less, at a union meeting, is Epl'H* nor- 
muL It is sad that meinhers care so 
little about the alTairs of their own 
instrument — an inslni merit which 
helps them to make a decent livingi 
and which could bi* so much more 
effective tf we had active, interested, 
purtici pat i ng mcm bers, 

W> believe that some of the apathy 
of membeiu is due In part la the 
relatively good wages and conditions 
enjoyed during the past few year*s by 
tht ■se membi'rs. They lose sight of 
the fact that it was the bloi>d, sweat, 
and tears of the pioneers in the labor 
moV(‘mcoil wliiidi has maile Ihe .Btaiul- 
art! of living what it is today. They 
d(E not reali7,e that these gains can In^ 
taken away if we are not cdemally 
active and \igilant. They do not mal* 
i^e the gains which are yet possible, 
ami the heights to which we may rise 
if we all work at it. We feel that eclu- 
cation can help to gem-i'iilc intei'esl, 
BO that is the reason for Ihis monthly 
newsletter, for the steward Lmining 
school, ami for the literature we send 
our mem hers frmn timt? to time. 

So we urge you to study and learn 
the pi-oviston.H of the agreement you 
work under, the Constitution i»f tht‘ 
I.B.E.W., and the bylaw*? of your local 
union. Ltoirn the difference between 
a gripe find a grievance, learn the 
proper sieps to take when th<'re is a 
legitimate grievance, and above all, 
attend your union mta-ting. If you 
have a problem to discims, bring it up 
on the floor of the mneting—do not 
wait until the meeting is over and 
then start a gripe session. Atul re- 
member — only when you are discharg- 
ing y<Eur dutie.s as a union memtu^r, 
should you feel free to critid7,e your

It would be a la^ttcr AA'orld if the 
nations comprising it would use their 
i‘xpios!ves elB'ct such peaceful pur- 
posea. Perhaps in the future, atom it- 
devices may be turmd to *such pur- 
poses. Indeed, in Russia there ar** 
ctaim.s that this has been done.

Ontario Amalgamation 
Produces Local 303

— ^In this, my first letter to the Jont* 
x\L. I urn very happy to report one 
of the greater I steps toward unity mid 
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org’anizatioii to have been accom- 
plishetl ill this Xiag^aru District for 
many years, namely, the amalgama- 
tion of Local 1(^56, Niagara Falls, 
Local 1662, WelUiml, and Local 80S, 
St. Catharines, into one unit under 
the charter of Local 308. These locals 
have always workefl together in the 
closest cooperation and harmony even 
to the extent of having one business 
manager serve all three locals. 

Under this system it w'UvS necessary 
to have a district council consisting 
of delegates from each of the throe 
locals. This council met once a month 
to discuss and iron out problems aris- 
ing in the areas. The business man- 
ager was directly responsible to the 
council rather than to any of the 
member locals. It can readily be seen 
that this involved considerable ext 2 ’a 
time and woik for many of oui' 
members. 

Now, since amalgamation, this 
rather top heavy arrangement has 
been eliminated anti one general mem- 
bership meeting ami one Executive 
Board meeting a month now replace 
the various meetings previously re- 
quired to Opel ate the affairs of the 
district in a smooth and efficient man- 
ner. When contract negotiations roll 
around again in 1959, we, in this area, 
shall present a much stronger and 
more solid front, than it has ever been 
our advantage to do before. 

To mark the event of amalgama- 
tion, a Social Committee was formed 
and they went right to work and or- 
ganized one of the most successful 
dances we have ever enjoyed. At the 
dance, copies of the chartei^s of Locals 
IG.5fi and 1662 were burned by charter 
niembei’s Brother Udell and Erother 
Butch. After this small ceremony, our 
president, Erother Gord Eagle, made 
a speech of welcome and offered the 
hand of Erotherhood and friendship 
to the new members of Local 303. 

Now to bring those interested up 
to date on conditions here, our scale 
is at present $2.4{), Tn May of this 
year a 15-cent-pei-hour increase will 
bring It to !^2.55 and in November a 
further nickel will bring it to ^2.60. 
This will be the rate until the end of 
our present contract which will termi- 
nate April 30, 1959. Overtime rates 
are double time for Saturday and 
Sunday and after nine p.m. of any 
working day, time and a half for any 
work from the end of a normal work- 
ing day 'til nine p.m. With a four 
percent vacation pay and our two paid 
holidays, Christmas and Ntnv Year's, 
that about covers the highlights of 
our contract. 

The work situation has been very 
good in the area all during the winter 
and puts our members among the 
more fortunate residents of this dis- 
trict as there has been considerable 
unemployment in most other fields. 
One of the larger jobs is now near 
completion — the Welland Tubes. This

job has been largely responsible for 
the high lewl of employment this 
winter. For the future, prospects ai-e 
bright and we should enjoy the same 
high level of employment for some 
time. 

Our local shipyard, Port Weller Dry 
Dock, has one large new ship, the 
S.S. Frnvk A. Sh^^'mtnu near comple- 
tion. Two more ships arc planned and 
these will give employment for quite 
a few of our members. In other 
branches, churches and schools domi- 
nate the work scene with no major 
industrial projects in the immediate 
nffing.

Brother Tom Dealy. Tom has been 
no ordinary, average member going 
along for the ride or the sake of ex- 
pediency.

— ^financial secretary, treasurer and in 
later years, business manager, which 
latter office he held until 1955. After 
1955 Tom became fairly inactive in 
local affaiis. However, that was not 
the stojy of his life. During the early 
20 's correspondence in our files show 
this local hit hard times and but for 
the untiring efforts of Erother Dealy 
and a handful of other faithful mem- 
bers, the charter would have been 
lost. This unfortunate state of affaii's 
continued until the Second World 
War, when, what with the wartime 
boom, the membership picked up and 
things looked better. Once again, 
however, things began to go black 
after the war years, until in 1948 only 
a very determined effort by all union- 
minded members in the district saved 
Local 3fS3 from oblivion. 

During this entire period, which you 
may realize covered a long span of 
years, and many hours of unpaid and 
what mu.st often have seemed useless 
toil, Brother Dealy led the way. Tom 
never subscribed to the thought held 
by so many a few short years ago, 
that to be a union member and so de- 
clare, meajit almost cei-tainly a loss 
of work. In bis own life, Tom held 
his own and worked as steadily as any 
other. 

During construction of the Welland 
Ship Canal, Tom was in charge of a 
gang and while on this job he was 
badly hurt. I cannot tell the full ex- 
tent of his injuries hut he suffered 
from a limp the rest of his life. Pi'ior 
to his ileath, Tom held a job as 
maintenance electrician at St. Cath- 
arines General Hospital, He was in 
harness until the end and suffered the 
seizui'c which led to his death a mat- 
ter of minutes before quitting time on 
Wednesday, the 26th of February. 
Death came two days later and on 
Monday, ihe 3rd of March, the earthly 
remains of Brother Dealy were laid 
to rest in Forest Lawn Cemetery. This 
is the end of our former Brother, but 
his memory and the .seiwice he gave 
for this local shall, let us hope, not 
soon fade from sight. The passing of 
a member such as Erother Dealy 
might cause us all to stop and try to 
realize the debt of gratitude, that we, 
the present members, owe to such 
men, and the great responsibility Ave 
hold in our hands for the future mem- 
bers, many of whom, in all pi-ohability, 
shall be sons and grandsons of ours. 

T dose, hoping this missh^e shall be 
of interest to some and that our JoT'R- 
NAL may have room to print the pic- 
ture of Brother Dealy which I enclose. 
This picture is one taken at the time 
Erother Dealy received his 36- year 
membership' pin, of which he was 
justly proud. With this first behind 
me 1 shall certainly try to bc'come a 
regular correspondent, and with all 
best Avishes to our vast Brotherhood, 
I'll sign off.

tenilent and ^’cneral foreman, with the 
cooperation of thf* men have come up 
witii a new platform for dead-ending: 
the phases* Out of 27 towers 2J tow- 
ers wore dead ends* The platform is 
designed from aluminum materials* 
They are 24 inches by 14 feet. The 
platform w<dgbs IT imunds which 
makes it very easy to place in posi- 
tion on the tower. 

One end of the platfoi m is fastened 
over the conductor, the other end to 
the arm of ilu* lower. The clamp over 
the comluctor is so designed that in 
case the conductor would frivo way 
the ]i!atform w^ould still be fastened 
to the arm of the tower. This is a 
vei'y good saftdy factor,

Today vve find the Electrical field 
expanding more anr] more. This is not 
only lru(' with I lie installation of new 
machinmy and mi tom at inn hut also 
with new materials being used in 
the electrical construction field. 

We are enclosing a picture showing 
one new lyfie of material used on 
the expansion piogram at ine Granite 
City yteel Plant, 

This is a new type of conduit used 
for raceways In the floors and ceilings 
of the new office building. The race- 
way or duct is 12 inches by 12 inches. 


ft has fiutlets or stubs protruding 
from the tofi side of th<‘ duct every 
four feet. The stubs arc 2 feet below 
the surface of the floor which makes 
the outlet very easily reached at any 
time. 

The eomjdetc installation of this 
duct is the work of the Electrical 
Workers. There were other trades 
making a claim on the installation of 
this duct, flowever, they ditJn't get 
too far with their Haim on this work.

Steward Training School 
Graduates First Class 

L. U* 359, MIAMI, FLA. “A goal with 
far-reaching effect has been realized 
by the officers of L* U* 359, The first 
class was gratluated and receivetl 
diplomas from the local union’s Stew- 
ard Training School. A school of this 
kind has been talked aliom by many 
officers through the years and was 
finally made an actual working fiiiic- 
tion of the local union by the present 
officers.

The instruction is to give the steward 
a more sensitive, orderly method in 
evaluating complaints. He is shown 
how lo gel the facts, weigh and de- 
cide them, take action, and check his 
results. The steward becomes aware 
of the real dignity of being a direct 
representative of the local union on 
the Job. 

Brother A1 Gullen is the instruc- 
tor* He is an Executive Board mem- 
ber and a job steward. Brother Gul* 
Icn, who is an expert in this field, did 
his usual exceptional Job* He has at- 
tended many labor schools and uni- 
versity seminars and is an instructor 
for the United States Navy* He has

Commence Atomic-Fueled 
Electric Generator Plant 
u r. t2B, siorx i ai.ls, s. n.— 

Major Gerno'ul John C. Fremont 
{ 1813-90) was called “ I ^ath finder^’ by 
the Indians for hts explorations of 
the Dakotas, Our modern-day Dakota 
*Tathhnder^" is a $25,tKKi,0fm, 5(1,000 
kilowaU atom ic- fueled electric gener- 
ating plant. Just as General Fremont’s 
trail blazing benehtcfi thousands of 
people in his day, our **rathfinder” 
will lend ua to new goals in industry 
and living standards. 

On approval from the 
Northern States Power Company 
along with to other Mid- Western elec- 
tric companies formed the Central 
rtilitios Atomic Power Associates. 
The A.E.C, and the C,U,A,P,A. will 
share in research and development 
costs, hut as owner and operator. 
Northern States Power Company will 
pay the actual construction cost, 

Mr. W. N. Marx, director of N.S.P, 
in Sioux Falia, says the cost of “Path- 
finder’* will he Jilmost twice that of a 


conventionally fueled generating plant 
of the same siie. Bused on present in* 
formationt production cost will also 
be higher per k*vv* Under the circum- 
stances, it appears that we, the con- 
suincrs are in for a raise in our elec- 
tric rates, but N.S.P. has assured us 
that there will he no increase in cost 
to the consumer. In fact, wdth expe- 
rience and knowledge gained from 
this joint venture, the 1 1 electric com- 
panies are confident that some day 
atomic-fueled generators will become 
more economical than fossil fueled 
generators of today. 

With a dwindling world supply of 
fossil fuels (coal, gas and oil) it is 
only natural that any new source of 
fuel available should he developed. 
The A,E.C. estimates that we in the 
United States have 2.5 million tons 
of usable* uranium metal and the 
world supply is 10 times that amount 
— equal to 22 times all known re- 
coverable deposits of coal, gas and 
oil. A single pound of fisHionnble 
uranium has the energy of 1,300 tons 
of coal, nearly three million times as 
much energy per pound. Just one 
charge of 145 poutuls of active U 235 
will probably run “Pathfinder” a 
whole year. 

The heart of the Pathfinder plant 
will be a reactor of new advanced de- 
sign, of the typt* known as a “con- 
trolled re-circulating boiling reactor.” 
By u.sing steam direct from the re- 
actor core to turbine in one endless 
leak tight cii'cuit it eliminates a step 
common to some atom power systems, 
the use of an mtermediate heat 
exchanger. 

Improvements including new pump.s 
that force more water through the 
reactor than any previous modcLs are 
expected to boost efficiency and pro- 
vide eight times as much power from 
a core of the same size. 

In the reactor, heat generated by 
controlled reaction of turns 

water to steam at 500 degrees F, 
under fiOfl pounds p.si. The steam will 


then go through a super heater where 
the temperature will be boosted to 
825 degrees F, under 5(H» pounds psi. 

From the super heater the stream 
moves along to th«! turbines vvhich 
drive the generators, which are very 
much like any niodt^rn steam driven 
generators. After the steam passes 
through the turbines it enters a con- 
denser which change.s it back to water 
to continue its cycle all over again. 

Prime contractor is Allis-Chalmers, 
while architectural engineers are Pio- 
neer Service and Engineering Com- 
pany of Chicago, The Pathfinder plant 
will employ 20 persons. Located just 
outside Sioux Falls, Local 425 will 
hav'e an important part in the con- 
st niction of this “futuristic” project. 
With a completion date of 1952 we of 
L^ktaI 425 ai*e looking forward to 
another very interesting and educa- 
tional project in our wide,sprend 
jurisdiction.

Though our membership has 
now’ crossed the 800 mark, we feel 
that our seating capacity of GOO will 
accommodate our ruH^ds for the fore- 


seeable future. Our average attend- 
ance at general meetings is 300. A 
streamlined all-elcctric kitchen off one 
comer of the rear of the auditorium 
handles our cull inary needs quite well. 

We think that nothing was nver- 
hutked to assure us against unpredict- 
able future needs. Provisions for 
plumbing, heating, and lighting have 
been roughed in for future dressing 
mams nmi lounges off the stage. We 
even went so far as to provide electri- 
cal povv’er and water to u remote 
corner of the property where Brother 
Ferguson sjiys some day we may want 
to stage a circus or picnic for the 
kiddles . . * or even build a swimming 
pooittn!!

This fine hotel has a meeting hall 
capable of seating 3000 pei'sons and 
already 200 conventions have been 
booked to 1007. S|wcial convention 
facilities include a closed ‘Circuit tele- 
vision channel; programs originating 
in the hotel may In? teU?cast to guest 
rooms, thereby making il iiosslble to 
telecast, for example, instructions to 
delegates residing at the hotel. Also 
available is an emergency all-call sys- 
tem that operates in public and guest 
rooms whether or not the B€?ta 
turned on* The building is completely 
air-conditioned with individual tem- 
perature control in «*iieh room^ 

Adding to the French hi.storical 
character of the Queen Elizabeth, the 
main public and banquet rooms are 
named after famous ex|dorers who 
set out on expeditions from Mont- 
real, such as MarquetU% JoHet and 
Duluth.

We went into negotiations witl’i the 
power line contractoi s of this jurisdic- 
tion March 2.5, 1958, And we came 
nut with tv70 fringe benefits and some 


wage increases for all classifications 
covered. 

One fringe added is that the stew- 
ard shall remain on the jcih or at 
headquarters, with pay, until all work- 
men have come In from work each day* 
.And the other new fringe is that 
when an employe lestgns he shall be 
paid in full with the same .stipulations 
as set forth in the contract pertaining 
to employes discharged. Except that 
the emiiloye shall give eight hours 
(scheduled working hours) notice of 
his intent to resign. 

The new wage rates are: General 
foreman ^8*85 per hour; forcunan 
journeyman $8.85; 41 h year 
apprentice? and winch tnick driver 
8rrl yeai' apprentice $2.5i>; 2nd 
year appientice $2*30; 1st year ap- 
])]'entice $2.10; Gtoundmaii $2.00. And 
of course equiimirnt operation other 
than winch ti ueks pays the same as 
joui neyman or $3.35 per hour. 

This new contract was reported out 
of committee favorably and was dis- 
cussed and voted in almost unanimous- 
ly at our last regular meeting. While 
this contract is not as gootl as we 
would like, it is a considerable jm- 
provemenl over the old one and does 
give the journeyman a 35 cent pt^r 
hour increase with similar increases 
across the board.

Rally to Unionism 
In Time of Trial 

L. r. fill. AUirQUKRQrE, N. 

Please publish in our Jm‘KN-.\L the 
following letter written by one of our 
mein be IS, Brother William Nelis* 


'During the last few months, much 
has been said against unions and very 
little for unions. Let us not forget the 
dark days of 1942, 1948, and 1944, 
when skilled craftsmen wore needed 
and needed immediately. Where could 
we obtain a pool of such craftsmen? 
Where did we go to find them? The 
unions were our only pool of trained 
men; no other pool existed. The unions 
were called upon to furnish men and 
to train additional men for the great 
task of constructing war production 
plants, for mass production of all 
kinds of material. 

“Many unskilled men were taken in 
by the unions and trained by our 
skilled craftsmen at a ratio of 1 
craftsman to 4 unskilled. Sometimes 
the ratio was 1 craftsman to 8 un- 
skilled to meet that emerircncy. The 
result of this pool of trained men 
made it possible to perform the 
miracles of wartinie mass production. 
They were turned out in the shortest 
time possible for time was essential. 

“This country could not have ac- 
complished this task in the shoH time 
that it did, and the war picture could 
have been most disastrous, had this 
pool of trained craftsmen not existed. 
This pool today is much larger and 
belter trained to meet any emergency* 
Let us now pass any laws that would 
iuevent union.s from organ i King and 
thus deteriorate the only pool of 
skilled craftsmen that are traineil and 
available on call for any emergency 
that may develop [n construction and 
maintenance of war production plants. 

“1 know of no industry that main- 
tains a pool of the various craftsmen 
for this purpose* Pixitective laws for 
the union people to keep the unions 
strong and honest are necessary. But 
to pass laws that prevent unions from 
g rawing and expa ruling this trained 
pool of able ciafLsmen would be most 
disastrous to the productivity of this 
country, 

“Our nation is not immune to a re- 
currence of tho.se war torn years on a 
much lar.ger .scale due to the over- 
whelming advancement of the atomic 
age. The unsettled conditions of the 
world today make it imperative that

Electrical construction on the Job 
was achievetl by a jieak force of one 
piuject iiiaitager, a field engineer, two 
genera! foremen, eight foremen, ol 
journeymen, and 10 apprentices. 

The plant is all electric and will 
pui'chase power from the California- 
Oi'egon Power Company on an 8000 
KW demand. Three conductor armored 
cable in cable trays was installed for 
Uu! 4 too volt feeders and the larger 
sub feeders. The rest of the power 
system is u rigid conduit job, using 
motor conti-ol centers and built iiji 
starter gmups. Fluon^scent lighting 
is to be used throughout. 

The last phase of the work is being 
done by the men pictured.

The Federal Reserve building is 
three stories, window less, and is in 
operation 24 hours daily throughout 
the year* The lighting equipment, 
built in Venn il lion by members of 
Local lhJ8, consists of i;i,044 st^uaic 
feet of WakefieUrs con u gated plastic 
ceiling; 2,18f» sejuare feet of 5 foot 
by a foot Sigma diffustu's in metal 
frames: other tstuipmeni inodifitMl 


from the Sigma acrylic pan type; 
some trofFers and strip units for ctive 
lighting* All these, as well as incan- 
descent exit lights and the flou rescent 
tight in the parking ai ea, ai e operated 
on high voltage and high frequency* 
The power is supplied by seven 30- 
KVA* 000 %^olt-840 cycle permanent 
magnet genej'ators Avhich ha%-(‘ no 
brushes, slip rings, or voltage regu- 
lator, and are therefoic free from 
maintenance of moving parts* The 
lighting is controlled by I. B* *\I. con- 
trols which turn on the lights auto- 


matically just ahead of working hours 
in an area, and turn them olf at night* 

Wakefield had an automatic control 
system de*signed for the motor gen- 
erator e<iuipment, which raises local 
voltage and frequency* When a load 
of |iercent to ihJ percent of capa- 
city is reached on one generator or a 
combination of them, a not he j- genera- 
tor is cut into the circuit automatic 
cally* Generators are in two banks, 
one for emergency stand-by. In case 
of outside power failure, a slaml-by 
diesel is ready* 

Local THJ’.s members flid all the 
Avork for Fisk Electric Company in 
installing the luminous ceilings ami 
other lighting, since all lighting and 
acoustical ImfTle i'quipment is sus- 
pended from the electrical rhamiels 
mounted on the ceiling. In the early 
days of luminous ceilings there was 
some question of junsdicUon* It has 
been decided in favor of IBKW since 
lighting eijuipment hangs from the 
electrical light source. The luminous 
a l eas in the Federal Reserve Imihiing 
cost from only a few cents to about 
$1*40 more per square foot than regu- 
lar lighting fixtures on a lath- plaster 
ceiling* This fine equijunenl might ho

Due to the inc leasing intliix of young 
men fresh out of high school anil the 
armed forces, this Avriler fetds it nec-

In nm the Ingalls 8hir>huihl- 
ing Corporation signed on atifi It Avas 
then knoAAui as the J<jinl A p]nx*nt ice- 
ship Committee as il is today, which 
is an agreement between labor and 
management* 

At that time it Avas agiee<l that 
four represenlati ve*s from each side 
woultl foi‘m the committee* Represent- 
ing iminagement are Messrs* C. I*. 
CornelL Tracy Walker, Rocky Bynl 
and Leon Hollaway, tiie latter being 
the only local contractor nn the com- 
mtUee* Rep ie.^eii ting labor \ve find R. 
M. 1 ltd Id wav, ini]- business manager; 
W* H. Ziglar, L. R. Ward and F. M. 
.Mi/*ell. 


Mr* Cornell was named chairman of 
the committee in VJhQ and still main- 
tains that position today. Also, 
Brother Ziglar wa.s appointed secre- 
tary at that time and he also con- 
tinues in that position* 

Our apprenticeship program has 
groAvn from approximately 15 aj>- 
preiilices in VJA9 to a healthy 145 
tmiay, excluding a pi oml 50 avIio have 
a 1 rea d y grad u ated * 

We have had one outstanding ap- 
prentice attending the Southern 
Stales .Apprenticeship Conference 
since 1953. In the year*s of 1954-55-50 
our local outstanding apprentice \A*on 
the award for “The .Most Outstanding 
Apprentice" over all other crafts in 
the slate of Mississippi* 

Our first award-Avinning apprentice 
was Dan Fbiglish who is in the jihoto 
shoAving the pi'esent day instructors 
of our apprentices. Ri'other English 
has further made this local proud of 
him by achieving the goal of an elec- 
trical engineer with the Ingalls Ship- 
building Corporation* A tip of our 
hat to Brother English. 

Mr, Cornell, Avho is sboAvn in the 
photo of the Joint *Apprenticeship 
Cmnmittee, is management's repre- 
sentative on the Southern Statt^s 
Apprenticeship Conference Steeling

Due to expanding woik at Ingalls 
in this time of recession Local 733 
has had to add apiiroximately 100 ap- 
prentices in the last thiee months* 
I'he Joint Apprenticeship Committee 
along with the State Board of Edu- 
cation is rtxiuii iiii? very high quali- 
fications of all applicants. 

Among these qualifications are a 
high school education and a A^ery 
high grade on an aptitude test which 
is givfoi by the State Employment 
OlTice. .Applicants ai’e screened x^ery 
closed y so that only those AA--ha haA'e 
shoAvii indications of elect ricai ability 
are accepted. 

I might add that to date Local 733 
feels that all apprentices in the fold 
are a very gootl credit to our organi- 
sation as well as the eleclrical trade* 
One of the major “musts" on these 
boys* list is their attendance at night 
school. They must attend two nights 
a week* each night having a dui atioii 
of tAvo hours* Their attendance as 
aatU as a grade of 70 are mamlatory 
if they are to remain as an apjircn- 
tice* These hoys must also be on the 
job every day or have a v'ery good 
excuse*

817 Legislative Program 
Introduced In Albany 

L. [;. 817, NEW YORK. N. Y— With 

the help of the New York State Fed- 


eration of Labor, our Legislative 
Committee has been successful in get- 
ting our entire program introduced in 
the State Legislature, We have pro- 
posed six bills which would benefit all 
of our men at one time or another. 
Included in our program are: 

1. An amendment to Sanitation 
Code Rule 42, which would provide a 
comprehensive safety code for rail- 
road yard and shop workers. 

2. A proposal fora registered nurse 
and first aid station to be provided 
on all railroad iiroperties where 50 
or more men are employed. 

3. A special safety bill for men 


wojki ng on 440 volt AC or 650 volt 
L>C, reciuiring two men to work to- 
gether, Further provisions provide 
for s]iecial fire extinguishers and sig- 
naling devices in substations and 
I> owe rho uses. 

4. job- protect ion bill which would 
require all railroads to make special 
compensation to men furloughed as a 
result of removal, transfer, autoina- 
tion, abandonment, or other changes 
in service or facilities, 

5. An aniendment to the Public 
Service law requiring railroads 
granted a fare increase to spend a 
specific part of that increase on main-

Vance Runyon, well-known fiefure 
around 1043 and RCA, retired Friday, 
February 28, after 19 years of service 
to RCA in the Tool Romn — and as 
many years of faithful aervice to 
Local 1048! For many yeais Vance 
served as the editor of The Aidpiffier, 
nurturing it through its infant years 
and developing it into the valuable 
otgan of information it has become, 
(Its present Editor owes much to 
Vance for his suggestions and hcl|>' 
fulness during his 'breaking-in 
period*') 

*Tn addition to Vaneevs work as 
editor he was also an active delegate 
to the Cential Laboj Union* He was 
a member of LLPE (Labor's League 
for Political Education), the predeces- 
soi^ of COPE {Committee On Political 
Education), and since the organiza- 
tion of COPE has served on that com- 
mittee* 

'*ln the past IJl years the name of 
Runyon has been linked with prac- 
tically every phase of 1048's activi- 
ties ! He served as president, vice 
president and even recording secre- 
tary (for a short period of time). He 
was building manager of the imion 
hall, a trustee of the hall, a membei' 
of tile Executive Board, and delegate 
to many of the labor conventions 
throughout the years* The hours he 
spent on committees hi the interest of 
the laboring man are too numerous to 
mention. At the present he is sendiig 
actively on the Blood Bank Commit- 
tee, tn short, his interest has been in 
people, in laboring people, and in 
their probkniis* 

''Typical of Vance's philosophy arc 
his plans for 'retirement' — he wants 
to oiganize an employment bureau 
to secure work for people ovei' bo* 
Once again his love and concern for 
peotple is manifest, and we know he 
will succeed in the future even as he 
has ill the past 1 

"Vance Runyon, long-time editor 
of The Amplijfier, was presented a 


bound file containing all the back 
issues of the fuiper as a retirement 
present. Presentation was made by 
Business Manager 'Bud' Phillips fol- 
lowing a luncheon given in his honor 
in the Building I Auditorium Friday, 
Fehnia ry 28. The book was inscribed: 
Presented to Vance H* Runyon in 
recognition of his majiy years of serv- 
ice to the cause of labor and his faith- 
fnl and untij'ing woik as editor of 
The Ampiffler. I.TLE.W. Local J048, 
Indianapolis, Indiana, February, 1958*

We had several prominent speakers 
on the rostrum. The first of these 
was Professor Willtum Gfunberg, who 


teaches industrial engineering at 
Washington University in 8t, 

1 will try to fill in a little of his 
background for you. 

Professor Com berg was eiiucated 
at City College, New York where he 
majored in chemical engineering and 
at New York l-niversily where he 
majored in industrial engineering. He 
also studieil mathematics, economics 
and statistics at Columbia Uinvcrsity. 
He has taught at the Univeisity of 
Wisconsin, and at Columbia Univer- 
sity. Hesidos teaching at Washington 
University, he presently ha.s .speaking 
duties at the University of Ctdifor- 
nia, Harvard, Dartmouth, Yule and 
Princeton. Pi'ofeSHor Gem berg has 
served as consultant and director for 
labor and mamigeimnt on field indus- 
trial reiations, is a member of .Ameri- 
can Arbitration Maimg^jment, Ameri- 
can .Security Mechanical Engineers* 
American Institute of Industrial En- 
gineers, American InsUtule of Mathe- 
matical Statistics, and the National 
Association of Cost Accountants. 
.Also, he has written mimennis books 
and articles on industrial enginccririg* 

He spoke tm the labor move meat, 
stating that it i*s an institutimi of a 
common frame of niferimci* within 
which one person can talk to another 
on an equal basis. He spoke on the 
history of private property, and on its 
relationship to the laboring pe^jple. 
He explained the now legalized con- 
cept of social .structure ami moral 
judgment. Professor Gomberg told 
several of his experii-nces while in 
Britain on a mission for tlu' Uniletl 
Slates Department of Labor. He ex- 
plained capital good.s as nature's es- 
sential tool for making somtdhing 
else, and comimm goods as things foi’ 
pleasure, food for table, etc. He 
brought out dilemmas on the nfm'e- 
said subjects. He wound up his talk 
with some interesting miecilotes on 
family life in India and some notes 
from his stay in Japan while there 
on a mission for the thiil<ol Stall's 
La bor Dt'iuirt m en t. 

The second speaker, Comma mho 
Call of the Federal Conciliation and 
Mediation Service, spoke on th<» his- 
tory of the labor movement ami on 
collective bargaining. He commented 
on the way Local 1430 ha*s luimlled 
labor difficulties, etc. He enlivened 
hh? talk with several Httle jokes and 
stories. 

Another speaker, whose subject was 
the financial aspect of the utility in- 
dustry, was Boh Stockhus, lii rector of 
public relations for Union Electric 
Company* Mr* Stockhus pointed out 
that growth is achieved only by more 
consumption and more consumers. .Ad- 
ditional industries are much needed 
in the march for expansion.

L. U, 1937 is working along with 
the I'ulp and Sulphite and I'aper 
Makers unions to organize the new 
National Container plant that recently 
started operation in Brewlon, Ala- 
bama. .Alabama is one of those states 
that has the labor fighting “Right-to- 
Work” bill and this will make their 
task u hit har<l as here are the leeches 
that like to live on the fat ad\'antages 
that have been brought about by or- 
ganized labor and not have to help 
pay for these ndvaiitages as in the 
case of the Chem strand Corpomtitm 
here in Pensacola, 

For the second year now L. U. 
19,37 is cooperating with the local 
American Legion Post in carrying out 
their Americanism prtjgi'am. The h>- 
cal is sponsoring ii boy from the 
Junior Class of the local high school 
to attend Boys State at Tallahassee. 
This \» a National Legion l^rogram 
in which each state takes part. It 
gives the boys a wec'k of first-hand 
knowledge of the wny that their gov- 
ernment from the city to the state 
level is comluctetf The boy who is 
selected to act as governor at the end 
of the week-long conferrure goes on 
to Washington for Boys Nation.

special interest Lo the electric power 
industry* Electric power systems 
across the country are working on 
atomic tkwelopment, an<l many of the 
safety problems in nuclear power de- 
velofmient are new ones, es(wcially in 
the field of radiation protection. Since 
radiation ts not seen, or heard, or felt, 
routine safety pi'ocedurcs for nuclear 
plants must be developed and strictly 
enforced. 

All too often, safety programs are 
found wanting In cause of reluctance 
to accept the responsibility of devel- 
oping and enforcing them. Unions 
blame management for not actingi 
management blames the unions. Ac- 
tually, developing effect ive safety 
programs IS a juint lesponsibility. 
Management must be constantly alert 
to eliminate potentially dangerous sit- 
uations and to maintain safe working 
equipment and conditions. At the same 
time, local unions must cooperate in 
spotting and correcting hazards, and 
in making sure their meml>ers observe 
safe working conditions at ait times. 
Time after time we see workers vto- 
iating safety rules because it's quicker 
or easier at the moment than doing 
the job the right way. Here is an 
area where we need more cooperation 
on the part of nuimigemenl, also. The 
supervisor in immediate charge of the 
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Research 

(Ctmtinneil frtntt pttge JOO) 

Job to make safety one of bis 

(O'hno ccmsidejalions. Cooperation by 
top management in safety programs 
means little without the full coopera- 
tion of those direetly controlling the 
work. The supervisor must see not 
only that the work ts done, but also 
that it is clone safely. Safe piactices 
cannot be left entirely to the worker 
although, of course, much of the re- 
sponsibility is his. Some peoyde feel 
there should l>e penalties against a 
worker who deliberately violates safety 
nilcs. 


Many uniofis have found that one 
of the best ways Uy secure the full 
cooperation of nmmigement is to ne- 
gotiate safety clauses as pai t of the 
collectivo bargaining agreement. 
Sometimes this is mej'ely a geneial 
pledge on safety: but even this bmad 
provision can provide a contract Ijasis 
for working out quest ions or com* 
plaints about unsafe conditLons. In 
addition, unions oftem negotiate 
clausiis spelling out specific safety 
i‘e<yuircments such as calling for the 
company to provide necessary pi‘o- 
tective equipment, or recfuiring a 
siifTieient number of esiperienced 
workers on a hazardous job to han<Me 


it safely. For example, agi*eement& 
quite often specify the number and 
classification of workers on jobs 
where line voltages over a certain 
limit are being worked. 

Union-management cooperation on 
safety should be extendec! to include 
the state govemment. Too many state 
industrial safety codes are woefully 
inadequate. In a few states, LB.E.W, 
locals have joined with management 
and drawn up a set of safety regula- 
tions, These were then firesented to 
the state legislature, hearings held, 
and the regulations made a part of 
state law. 

The local unions then made the 
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pravisions of the state safetj cede a 
paii of their contract with the com- 
pany, Such a step may help a union 
to act on safety violations more rap- 
idly and infonnally since it can take 
them up as matters under the agree- 
ment instead of taking legal steps 
through Government enforcement 
agencies. 

Another step many unions have 
taken is to make contract piovisions 
for joint union -management safety 
cnnimittees. The work of such a com- 
mittee might include: 

—Inspect working conditions and 
equipment, 

—Investigate accidents with an eye 
to preventing recur i-ence, 
—Develop and enforce safety rules 
and practices. 


— Comluet safety instruction pro- 
grams, 

—Resolve safety complaints and 
questions. 

In addition to reviewing and 
stj'engthening their safety programs 
oiir local unions should Join the fight 
lor more realistic workmen's compen- 
sation laws to aid workers injui^ on 
the Job, There is hardly a state where 
com|>ensatioh is anjwhere near ade- 
quate to take care of an injured 
worker and his family. In view of 
this, and in view of the reluctance of 
industi-y and most state governments 
to make workmen's compensation 
meaningful, our unions might con- 
sider haigaining with employers for 
more supplemental injury benefits to 


provifie a I'easimable standard of liv- 
ing for an In.iLiiul worker and his 
family while he is off the job- 

We'd like to leave one final re- 
minder on safety. It seems that job 
safety training does not carry over 
into off-the-Job activities. Workers 
suffer Dtore than twice as many deaths 
and about one-fifth more injuries off 
the job than they do while at work. 
In these summer vacation months 
when our members are doing more 
driving on the highways, engaging in 
outdoor sports, working around the 
house, using jiower mowers, etc,, local 
unions would do well to include off- 
the-job safety discussions as part of 
their regular safety programs.
